Out of a total of 1,155 votes 
there were 755 in the affirmative and 
400 in the- negative which means that 
the decision to re-enter merger nego- 
tiations was lost by a very narrow 
margin, 


MINNESOTA DISTRICT W.M.S.

The Minnesota District Women’s 
Missionary Society held its annual 
meeting in conjunction with the Min- 
nesota District Convention on Oct. 10, 
1957, in the auditorium of the Main 
Street Lutheran Church at Hutchinson, 
Minn. 


The business session opened with a 
hymn and Mrs. John L. Larsen, North- 
field, president, presided. Mrs. Reynold 
Tange, Luck, led in devotions and 
Mrs. Harry Jensen brought a greeting 
from the host aid. A ladies’ chorus 
from Hutchinson sang and greetings 
were brought by Mrs. E. E. Hoff, 
W.M.F. president of the Goodhue Cir- 
cuit of the E.L.C. and by Mrs. Elmer 


' Battcher, representing the W.M.F. of 


the A.L.C. Miss Mary Ann Sorensen 
of Hutchinson sang a solo. 


An offering of $92.61 was lifted. 


The statistical secretary reported 23 
societies with a membership of 1,387 
belonging to the Minnesota District 
W.M.S. Two Junior Mission bands are 
active, one at Hutchinson and one at 
Albert Lea. 


The president reported on her work, 
having attended a number of meetings 
together with women of the merging 
A recent letter from Miss 
Rohe, our nurse in the hospital in 
Sudan, Africa, was read by the presi- 
dent. The Minnesota District W.M.S. 
celebrated its 25th anniversary to- 
gether with the synodical W.ML.S. at 
Racine and displayed a poster with 
pictures of the missionaries supported, 
greetings from former presidents and 
a history of the district W.M.S. The 
ladies’ aids of Northfield, Hazelwood, 
Hutchinson and Immanuel, Minneapo- 
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lis were charter members of the sy- 
nodical W.M.S. The recommendations 
of the executive board were accepted. 
They included: Continued support of 
Miss Ilean Rohe with $100 per month, 
increasing that amount to $175 or 
more if she arrives home on furlough 
before the next district convention; 
continued support of Miss Rohe with 
prayers and materials to the hospital 
where she works; $500 from Mission- 
ary Fund divided equally between the 
Sudan, Japan, Santal and South A- 
merican missions; $500 from Missionary 
Fund given to the Silver anniversary 
of the synodical W.M.S.; $40 from 
General Fund plus % of convention 
offering divided between the Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin Lutheran Welfare 
and Student Foundation; %4 of conven- 
tion offering divided equally between 
the hospital in Numan and the build- 
ing of a chapel in Japan. 


It was pointed out that according 
to the constitution it would be legal 
for the officers elected this year, to 
assume they would hold office for 
three years, at which time the merger 
would be consummated. Mrs. Leonard 
Jensen, Evan, was re-elected treasur- 
er and Mrs. A. E. Neve, Milltown, 
elected vice-president for a period of 
three years. Forty-nine delegates were 
registered. 

The closing meeting of the district 
convention was in charge of the W.- 
M.S. Following the prelude the hymn 
“Jesus Shall Reign” was sung and 
Mrs. Delbert Jensen of Evan led devo- 
tions. The ladies’ chorus of Hutchinson 
again favored us with a selection. 
Miss Helen Margaret Jacobsen, our 
missionary teacher in Sudan, Africa, 
brought the message of the evening. 
She gave us a better understanding of 
the people in that land of great con- 
trasts. 

Rev. E. Hansen sang a solo. An of- 
fering of $159.49 was received and a 
hymn was sung before the meeting 
was turned over to the president, Rev. 
Fred Jacobsen, for the installation of 
officers and closing of convention.

Scholarship helps are available to- 
day as never before, many of them 
representing real cash outlays. In 
1956, in 1562 colleges and univer- 
sities, there were 237,000 scholar- 
ships provided, valued at $67 mil- 
lion. Other forms of assistance, 
loans, campus employment, rebates, 
were offered, bringing this help to- 


tal to $144 million. All this on the 


college level with added forms of 
help, many most generous, for grad- 
uates, the grand total at to a 
high figure. _ 

In this latter category, of special 
interest to graduates in the profes- 
sional field, are the awards of the 
John Noble Foundation, totaling 
this year alone more than a third 
of a million dollars, some special 
ones running as high as $8,000 for
